Te 
correct, expression, perhaps, is “ oft mis- 
quoted,’”’ for few people seem to be aware 
that he wrote: “ Home is the sailor, home

This is a small point, no coubt, but it 
reminds me of the urgent need for a 
‘* Society for the Protection of Poets.” 
Others have suffered from miusquotation 
far more grievously than R.L.S., and the 
outstanding example, of course, is Pope, 
whose meaning has gone completely astray 
in the popular version of “ A little learn- 
ing is a dangerous thing.” To substitute 
*‘ knowledge ” is ridiculous, but it is sur- 
prising how many do so. 

On the whole, however, the man for 
whom I have the greatest sympathy is 
the sixteenth century poet Stephen Hawes,

Such warning 4 
not enough. ; We have got to reach further— 
to teach the bather who 1s in difficulties 
how he can help himself, to instruct a pos- 
sible rescuer how to proceed under every 
ciretimstance, Such is the chyect of the 
Royal Life-Saving Society, whose work ex- 
tends to every corner of the world. The 
aims of the society are briefly as follow :— 
(1) To promote technical education in life- 
saving and resuscitation of the apparently 
drowned, ies 
(2) To make the public more “‘ swimming- 
minded’’ and to encourage swimming sn 
schools and colleges. bin 
(3) To encourage floating, diving, plung- 
ing and other swimming arts as would 
of assistance to a person endeavouring to 
save life. 
(4) To arrange and promote classes, lec- 
tures, demonstrations and competitions to 
encourage swimming and life-saving from 
drowning. 


CONDITIONS IN IRELAND. 


Here in Ireland we find that knowledge 
of life-saving is in a sna backward 
candition, and for this we can blame firstly 
the lack of interest taken in swimming and 
its devélopment by our educational authort- 
ties. Swimming is recognised as an art 
superior to all others in the promotion and 
preservation of health. Its practise, besides 
producing most beneficial results in the re- 
spiratory organs, and thereby facilitating the 
circulation and purification of the blood, 
greatly stimulates and strengthens the 
muscular capacity. Therefore, every child 
between the ages of 10 and 15 should be 
taught to swim. Secondly, we can blame 
the municipal authorities for the lack of 
interest taken in providing adequate anil 
suitable swimming facilities. ' 
Conditions in Ireland are far behind the 
Continent, England and America. Across 
the water we see good indoor and open-air 
baths; and more and more are being built 
on the most up-to-date lines every year. 
Filtretion is now being accepted as a matter 
of course; deep water is always available, so 
that diving, particularly spring-board diving, 
that most invigorating and healthy pastime, 
can be practised everywhere.

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SECONDARY TEACH 


CONFERENCE... 


EDUCATION AND 
MODERN NEEDS, 


PRAISE FOR THE 
UNIVERSITIES. 


ELEGATES attending the annual Con- 
D vention of the Association of Secondary 
Teachers in the Physics Theatre of 
Lniversity College, Dublin, yesterday were 
welcomed by Dr. Denis J. Coffey, President 
of the College, who said that it was appro- 
priate that their meeting should take place 
there, because the work of the secondary 
teacher was, directly or indirectly, associated 
with the work of the University. He 
thought that. they all would remember how 
different circumstances were in the secondaay 
teachers’ Lody iifteen or more years ago, 
before the public mind had come to recog- 
mise the importance of seccndary education 
as part of the normal institutions which 
were essential for the building up of the 
nation and the culture of its people. 
Secondary education, he believed, was the 
ordinary vehicle of educational development 
for the community at large, and it was most 
satisfactory for them to see tha. that was 
now recognised. ‘The number that now 
sought secondary schools far exceeded those 
that customa’ily sought them in former years, 
and the numbers were growing year after 
year. That, to his mind, meant that educa- 
tion as such had clearly passed into a 
position in Ireland in which the nation re- 
garded it as a definite asset. He thought 
also that. the positicn of teachers as indi- 
vidual citizens was now much better than 
in the old days. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Instruction in subjects that would enable’ 


the next generation to make the best use of 
its leisure, and also training in citizenship, 
was advocated in the presidential address of 
Mr. Charles L. Dillon, 

Protesting agains. the refusal of the past 
and present Ministers for Education in the 
tree State to co-operate with the Associa- 
tion in the establishment of a Free State 
Council of Education, Mr. Dillon said that 
other countries had such a Council, and especi- 
ally Scotland, whose education system was 
generally admitted to be the best in the 
home countries. 

However, the Irish National Teachers had 
made a strong appeal to all teachers’ organi- 
sations to come together and establish a Coun- 
cil of Education for this country. An -inau- 
gural meeting had already been held, and 
they felt confident, that more would be heard 
of the Council in the near future. 

It must be the experience of most teachers 
that in the past there had been little or no 
co-operation between the primary and secon- 
dary branches, and even less between secon- 
dary and the universities. They believed that 
the Council was necessary, and that it would 
be advantageous, not only to the Minister, 
but to the country itself, because if an agreed 
type of cultural development were estab- 
lished it would not be long before its reac- 
tions were felt within the country. 

Complaining that certain drastic changes in 
the Department’s regulations for secondary 
schools were introduced this year without any 
previous consultation with the Association, 
Mr. Dillon said that, fortunately, this had 
not been the regular practice, as they were 
usually consulted prior to the introduction of 
important changes; but it was significant in 
this case, seeing, that some, at least, of the 
changes had been rejected as inadvisable by 
some of the teaching bodies about six “years 
ago. ‘*The second ‘grievance’ is of con- 
siderable importance to a number of teachers. 
who are on the margin of the incremental 
scale,” he proceeded, going on to state that 
quotas were fixed according to the number of 
recognised pupils in each school, and that if 
that number fell even by one, a teacher who 
had been drawing increments of, say, £100 a 
vear might suddenly find himself deprived of 
that portion of his income. They were all 
aware that a family man who had been living 
on a certain salary could not easily and snd- 
denly regulate his household affairs to exist 
on £100 a year less. 


DISASTROUS. 


“Such a state of afíairs,” said the Presi- 
dent, ‘is disastrous to an education svstem. 
since it leaves a number of discontented 
teachers functioning among the pupils. A 
remedy will have to be found; and we believe 
that if the country, instead of the school, 
were taken as a unit the total number of 
pupils would justify all fully 
teachers drawing their incremental salary.”’ 

Remarking that ‘‘the old problem of in- 
security of tenure’’ was still with them. he 
said that some months ago the newspapers 
were glowing with statistics from both Cer- 
many and England as to the sources or causes 
of mental diseases, and he could not help 
heing struck by the fact that ‘insecurity “ 
was given as a cause in both cases. 

‘We are at present,” he remarked, ‘‘deeply 
concerned with the fact that after the twenty- 
five years of our existence as an Association 
we have not vet succeeded in abolishing the 
evil of insecurity. On every ground—educa- 
social, economic—th2 lav teacher 
is entitled to a reasonable measure 
of fixity of tenure, and so long as the assur- 
ance of continuity of employment is withheld 
from the efficient teacher, so long will the 
country be deprived of the best fruits of an 
organised secondary education system. The

ing 1s being gradually closed to lay women.’ 


HOME WORK, 


Discussing the attitude of parents to educa- 
tion, Mr. Dillon said that there were many 
problems that could be automatically solved if 
the parents came forward with their experi- 
ences. For instance, how many parents be- 
lieve that the children, especially those from 
eight to thirteen, had too much homework ? 

“A great many, J think,” said he; “ but 
what do they do? Merely reflect it back to 
the children and teil them to tell their 
teachers that they had not time to finish; and 
the poor child merely ‘weeps and takes his 
punishment the next day also. So we go on 
gaily and children of twelve have four hours 
work at home aíter six hours in school. 

“To suggest a remedy some bravery is 
needed, but I believe that schools ong SR 
ing too much for the present generation. We 
want them to play games, to take part in 
Scout movements or similar diversions, to 
listen to wireless, lectures and music, and in 
addition they have to study religious instruc- 
tion, Irish, English, mathematics; history 
aud géography, Latin, French, science, draw- 
ing and perhaps Greek, German, commerce 
und domestic economy, etc. Frequently, 
therefore a pupil has ten or eleven subjects to 
wrestle with, and hence the necessity for the 
ten hour day. | 

“Our enemies have laid the homework 
bogey at the feet of the teachers; but exper- 
enced teachers know that the course could 
not be covered if work was not done outside 
school hours. The real trouble is that too 
much is attempted with the average pupil 

That the Department appreciated the excess 
of homework that was now fashionable was 
shown by the circular which was issued this 
vear, suggesting homework of a different type 
and recommending not more than one written! 
exercise any night. But more than recom- 
mendations were necessary, and the only 
apparent solution seemed to be that of re- 
ducing the amount of matter required for our 
public examinations. 

Mr. Dillon concluded with suggestions for 
bringing the educational system more into 
line with modern world conditions, ware, - 
gard te the extended period of leisure w ich, 
he said, the next generation was almost = 
tain to face He suggested as an extra m é 
ject the very important one of “ traimn é 
citizenship.” *‘ There must be hundreds ° 
our children passing through our schools, r 
asserted, “who have never been spoken t 
about their daties in the social life 


them. It has been suggested 
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best type of candidate and of ensuring that 
the conditions of service are such as to re- 
tain his services and render them fruitful.’’ 


THE SOCIAL SIDE. 


While our educational authorities agreed 
that more attention should be given to what 
might be styled the social side of education, 
very little was actually being done, at least 
in this country. 

Mr. Dillon went on to say that at the 
present juncture in history a totally new 
phase and a fresh difficulty was being pre- 
sented to education. Machinery was ‘rapidly 
displacing human beings from toil. The next 
generation would be loosed, or cursed, with 
more leisure. If it were to be a blessing 
they would have to be educated to realise 
their position from that point of view. Hence 
those things which used to be considered 
frills in education would become essentials. 

“The writing of a poem, the painting of 
a picture, the playing of a sonata, the com- 
position of a song will be necessary accom- 
gc in the age oí greater leisure,”’ 

r. Dillon declared. * 

‘Tt behoves us, therefore, to demand that 
every boy and girl be taught music, both 
vocal and instrumental; and cach pupil should 
be given an. opportunity to develop a handi- 
craft by means of manual instruction or 
allied subject, remembering always that he 
or she is acquiring a hobby and is not being 
trained as a carpenter or metal worker. For 
girls, domestic economy should be an obliga- 
tory subject. 

“Thus, when our aim is fulfilled, every 
child will have been made fit to live and fit 
to live with. Each will have had an oppor- 
tunity to develop a taste for literature and 
the arts of music and painting; in addition, 
students will have a handicraft as a hobby, 
so that when enforced leisure overtakes them 
they will not feel that they have really 
nothing to do.’’ 

Mr. W. M. Glynn, proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Dillon for his address, said 
that the establishment of a Council of Edu- 
cation was essential. The school wus over- 
intellectualised, and the children were suffer- 
ing from it. The teaching of civic responsi- 
bility was too much lacking in the schools. 
More reality was needed, ani a little less of 
purely intellectual work. i 

Mr. T. O'Beirne seconded the motion, 
which was passed. 


IMPORTANCE OF SPORT. 


Speaking on ‘‘Physical Culture and 
Secondary Education,’ Dr. R. J. Rowlette, 
T.D., said that sport had a high educational, 
moral and social value. Education and 
health had primary values in themselves, 
and slisieal. culture helped in producing 
educated men and good citizens, by sub- 
ordinating selfish interests to the interests 
of the group, and by _ subordinating both 
self-interest and group-interest to fair and 
clean methods. One of the great points in 
favour of sport was that nobody could excel 
in it, or even enjoy it, unless he was willing 
to submit to considerable sacrifice. 

Interest was essential in physical educa- 
tion, and freedom of choice was necessary 
if it were to be successful. Most boys, for 
example, liked football; but there were some 
to whom this game was distasteful, and no 
good purpose would be served in making 
them play it. They should have a choice cf 
other games, such as hurling, hockey or 
cross-country running. The more mechani- 
cal forms of physical training were the least 
desirable, for, whereas a certain amount of 
drill was useful, it tended easily to stiffen 
and hamper the more natural movements of 
As regards boxing, he knew of 
no athletic sport which took a higher place 
both in physical and in moral education. 

Reluctance to play games, he said, had 
sometimes a physical basis, and the possi- 
bility of apparent ‘‘slackness”’ being due to 
some concealed ill-health should always be 
borne in mind. Care should also be taken 
that boys did not overstrain themselves in 
games and athletics. 

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K C., speaking on the 
subject of the paper said that there was no 
doubt that ‘‘ physical culture in the 
secondary school ” was an educational sub- 
ject that was worth the attention of everyone 
interested in the welfare of the rising genera- 
tion that would be the future people of this 
country. One matter that must be imsisted 
on was that physical culture for the young 
people in the schools must be dealt with with 
great delicacy, and that young children must 
be treated with great gentleness in the matter 
of physical culture. 

Major-General Michael Brennan said that 
an untrained or improperly trained instructor 
in physical culture was a public menace, and 
no one who was not properly qualified should 
be permitted to instruct young people in 
physical culture. He hoped to see the day 
when the Department of Education would 
ban physical training by anyone who did not 
possess a certificate from the Military School 
of ‘Training or some similar institution. The 
days of mechanical physical jerks had gone 
for ever, so far as the ree State Army, at 
any rate, was concerned; and these physical 
jerks arose from Jack of qualified instructors. 

rs. Cruise O’Brien said that there had 
been a tendency to cater more for boys in 
the provision of games and exercises than 
for girls, for whom more should be done. 
Young people were being taught kew to 
work, but were not being shown how to 
utilise their leisure. 

Sir John Lumsden sail that physical edu- 
cation was but one aspect of the Jarger 
problem of education in generai, and any 
system which divorced, or tended to divorce, 
the physical from the moral and intellectual! 
aspect of life, by failing to recognise the 
unity of body and mind, was thoroughly 
unsound. Physical training should be the 
integral part of education generally, and its 
value could not be overstressed. It must 
be admitted that the existing facilities for 
the full development of physical training 
were still far bun adequate. Much pro- 
giess had been made during the past few 
years, but much remained to be done in this 
country, and it behoved them to give 
the matter their serious: attention and 
to incorporate it irto their  edu- 
cational systen:, devoting a proportion of 
the day’s :nstruction to the physical side. 
He would, therefore, recommend very strongly 
the value of daily periods of exercise, either 
in well-ventilated rooms or preferably in the 
open air, weather permitting. 

‘Having stressed the importance of good 
posture, Sir John Lumsden spoke of medica! 
school inspection and the value of games, 
athletics, and swimming, and expressed the 
hope that an organisation would arise on 
national lines to develop the young men and 
young women of Ireland. 

Mr, Sean Lavan, speaking of the physical 
training that could be afforded by military 
schools, said that he hoped that the Army 
would be in a position to give help to the 
people who required it, not on the lines of 
specialised instruction, but towards the foster- 
ing of those activities which would help 
children to accept defeat and victory in the 
proper cpirit.

GOOD WORK OF 
UNIVERSITIES. 


Mr. Walter H Molone;, formerly Becrelary 
to the Federation of Irish Industries, in an 
Univer- 
sity,” recalled the increased demand which 
arose at the end of the last century for more 
scientific education for the higher branches of 
industry, not only in England, but in_most 
other countries. Germany and the United 
States were the pioneers of the idea oí 
vocational education in the universities, but 
most universities had followed the lead. . 

“The conditions of the world of to-day, 
he said, ' leave v little room for the 
gospel of the value of learning for its own 
sake. and, since the nations of the earth are 
vying with each other in the sphere of manu- 
facture, economists, engineers and technicians 
of all kinds are being recruited from the 
universities by producers the world over. 

“ The industrial worker should not be a 
mere machine, to be used solely for increase 
of material’ production, Nowadays he re- 


| quites to be well developed and alert in mind 


and body, capable of continuous. and in- 


| telligent effort, and able to play his dae part 


as a citizen. e must be acquainted with 
the technical principles of trade, and he must 
keep in close touch with recent inventions 
and improvements. Machinery and equipment 
are being constantly brought up-to-date, and 
it is essential that those appointed to the 
working of same be educated in the 
highest standard of technical efficiency. 

Mr Moloney submitted that the constituent 
National pe gree chac 
land and the University of n ca 
industry. Engineering had ae 
taught in these schools for a considerable 
time; graduates in this branch had figured 


colleges of 


acumen 
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and scientists. They had begun to send their 
students away to Continental and other 
universities to pursue extra courses in science 
and other subjects, and were in the proud 
position of haven Ded produced by one of 
their students a battery which had become 
famous, and would some day play a very big 
part in industry. ' 

Concluding with a reference to the present 
position of industry in the Free State, he said 
that the change-over from the selective 
system of tariffs to the whole-hog system of 
protection which took place early in 1932 
naturally produced a complete revolution in 
our thdustrial programme. res of 
potential manufacturers had rushed into the 
arena, and the prosperity or otherwise of the 
country must largely on the degree 
of perfection which these new industrialists 
attain. Manufacturing even in the simplest 
line involved experience, skill and finish. To 
these must be added intelligence, business 
and training and knowledge of 
finance. commercial law. statistics, and 
kindred subjects. It was too much to expect 
that individual producers who come 
fresh into new fields would be equipped with 
all these necessaries, and it followed that they 
would have to gather round them helpers 
capable of dealing with their scientific, 
economic, financial and other problems. They 
would find such persons in the vocational 
schools and, to a more perfect degree, in the 
universities. 

“ Eire has sent her sons to the four winds,” 
he said, “and a call now goes out to her 
exiled children to return to their native land, 
where work awaits them. She has need of 
her distinguished graduates who had per- 
force to leave her when she was ‘unable to 
afford them a livelihood. The whirr of the 
industrial machine sounds busily and en- 
thusiastically now. We cannot stop to shed 
a tear of regret that the old glamour of our 
universities must be merged in practicality, 
and that the world we live in to-day demands 
that we lay aside our much-loved gospel of 
‘knowledge its own end,’ and prepare for 
the fray with the material which our modern 
universities afford.”’ 

Mr. Joseph Milroy said that industrialism 
had failed because it had not been founded 
on Christian principles. They wanted some- 
thing more than industrial experts. They 
wanted training in Christian economics, so 
that this country should be a beacon light 
to the world. 3 

Mr. W. J. Williams and Mr. _ T. 
O’Donoghue, ex-President of the Secondary 
Teachers’ Association, also spoke, the latter 
stating that he had met some big business 
men who had a contempt for university 
degrees: men who suffered from an inferiority 
complex because they themselves did not 
possess a university degree. That was why 
many business men were not inclined to 
employ a university graduate. It was up to 
university graduates to assure employers that 
a degree meant nothing. (Laughter.) 


SCIENCE AND 
EDUCATION. 


NEED FOR EARLY 
STUDY. 


Mr. Patrick McCarthy read a paper in Irish 
on ‘Science and Education,” in wich he 
said that. the deeper natural science is 
studied the broader will be the mental outlook 
of the student, and the earlier the student 
hegins to study the better. He quoted from 
Faraday, who wrote: “ It is my opinion that 
the study of natural science is a glorious train- 
ing for the intellect.” There were some 
people who believed that the teaching of 
vatural science was of no value, and that it 
somehow interfered with the study of more 
practical subjects by the young pupils. The 
study of, that branch of knowledge, he said, 
was, in fact, the study of truth, and there 
was no other that served so well to create 
intellectual integrity. He believed that tlrere 
was need for more earnest and extensive 
teaching of the subject. He was of opinion 
that the clerk, the shopkeeper and the ordi- 
nary working man should each and all have 
an opportunity of studying the subject while 
thev were earning their bread. He would 
urge that this teaching should be given to 
pupils as early as possible, so that they could 
make use of it in the ordinary affairs of life 
It is now generally admitted that the benefits 
of scientific research and their application to 
everyday life are observed and felt by the 
ordinary “ Man in the street,” the airman and 
others who understand that their lives, thew 
freedom and their health depend upon the 
fruits of science. From his entry imto the 
secondary school or to a resident college the 
student is eager to obtain information about 
his surroundings and his associates. That 
desire is discouraged everywhere but on tbe 
playing field. When he leaves the school, and 
afterwards the university, that desire is 
crushed clean out of the student, the door 
is closed. and he is compelled to regard in- 
quiry as bad manners. It would be of great 
service to County Councillors and members of 
the Oireachtas if they had had in their youth 
some instruction in practical science, which 
would enable them to deal with the affairs of 
State with which they are entrusted. If he 
(the speaker) were asked how it was possible 
to enlarge and confer a general knowledge of 
science he would say: “ Let it begin in the 
primary schools with half an hour each week. 
during which the teacher would tell the child- 
ren some story setting forth what science had 
done for them.” These lessons would in time 
result in a change of mind in the public, and 
though the change might he slow it would 
bear good fruit in the course of time, and 
have a good effect upon the working classes. 

Professor Cormac O Cadhlaigh. M.A.., 
moving a vote of thanks to Mr. McCarthy, 
said that he was glad to see that science was 
receiving attention in the schools. There 
was nothing mora serviceable to the people 
on the whole than teaching them to help 
each other in life. It was good to hear and 
to know that good wock was being done for 
the Irish language and for education in 
general in the secondary schools. 

Mr. Michael Hayes. M.A., said that the 
author of the paper deserved great credit 
for having brought the subject before this 
gathering of young people. In his opinion 
it would be of much service to the students 
in the schools. : 

Mr. Sean O Cuiv said that he agreed that 
the knowledge possessed by the old people 
should be collected, and if the children were 
set to work in the proper manner they would 
have an interest in it.

Recitations in both English and Irish figured 
largely in the morning session, the Irish 
classes at the Methodist Hall, Wine street, 
where Mr. Seamas Clandillon was adjudi- 
cating, attracting close on fifty competitors. 
The children spoke their Irish fiuently and 
intelligently, and the prize-winners, espe- 
cially the little boy who won the Special 
Juvenile: Class (Master McHugh) were ex- 
cellent. 

Mr. Anew McMaster had a more jengthy 
task at St. John’s Hall disposing of the 
recitations and sight reading in English, some 
of the classes having almost forty entries. 

The morning session in the Gillooly Hall 
was devoted to the juvenile piano and the 
children’s vocal att classes, and _ these 
showed a good standard, which gratified the 
adjudicator, Mr. Alec Rowley.

Some of the 
ladies had some gorgeous notes here and 
there. He liked their enunciation, and could 
hear all the words. It was always a mystery 
to him why people could not make themselves 
as distinct in singing as in speaking. The 
phrasing was faulty in most cases, and he 
advised singers to phrase in such a way as 
to make sense out of the music. In the matter 
of voice production he suggested as good 
practice singing on one note the sentence: 
“The tip of the tongue on the teeth.” 

The first prize winner, who sang “Silent 
Noon ” (Vaughan Williams), had a pleasant 
quality of voice, but she must not clip the 
ends of her phrases. There might lave been 
a wider range of expression. She had 
imagination, and a personality -hat would 
carry her a long way. ‘The second prize 
winner had a pleasant voice and chose a 
good song: ‘‘ Cuttin’ Rushes,”” but was at 
an age where production was difficult. There 
was sweet quality ó“ tone, but she should ix 
careful not to let unsteadiness sreeo in.

In Ireland to-day there are 
more people playing games than there 
were at any time in her history ; athletic, 
football, hurling, hockey and tennis clubs 
are crowded to their full capacity, and 
new clubs, whether promoted by schools 
or business firms, are coming into exist- 
ence nearly every week. The standard of 
sport, too, has never been higher. This 
new enthusiasm is due in great measure to 
the work of the secondary schools, which, 
almost without exception, make large and 
growing provision for the physical culture 
of their pupils. Fortunately, Irish school- 
boys are spared the abuses which too 
frequently accompany athletics in some of 
the great English schools. There, com- 


puisory football or compulsory cricket has 
made life miserable for those boys—there 
are not many such boys, admittedly—who 
are disinclined for the usual games, and 
has hardened their disinclination into 
dislike. A reluctance to play games, as 
Dr. Rowlette pointed out yesterday, some- 
times has its basis in concealed ill-health. 
Sometimes, however, it so happens that 
a particular game does not appeal to a 
particular boy; and for that reason the 
perfectly organised school must allow its 
pupils as wide a choice in athletic pursuits 
as is available. The lads, too, must not 
be allowed to over-strain themselves. Too 
much sport is almost as bad as none at 
all; it not only produces “ staleness,”’ 
but it disturbs. that fine balance of body 
and mind which all reformers of educa- 
tion, from Plato onwards, have held as

ISS JOAN MEAKIN, the 24 years 
old London airwoman, who is lvinrz 
from Germany to England in a glider, 
covered the 180 kilometres (approximately 
112 miles) from Cologne to Brussels this 
afternoon in glorious spring sunshine. 
She made a perfect landing at 6.2 p.m., 
just a couple of minutes later than the 
German monoplane which had towed her. 
Miss Meakin left Darmstadt at 8 o'clock 
this morning. She plans to leave Brussels 
at 8 o’clock to-morrow morning for Ostend, 
where she will stay fo: a day. She will 
then probably cross to Lympne and 
Hastings. | 
“ When we crossed the Taunus Mountains 
this morning it was a bit bumpy,”’ said 
Miss Meakin, “ but the weather was simply 
marvellous, and the flying conditions were 
perfect. We left Cologne at 4.43 p.m., and 
here we are already.’’ 


EASY. 


“Tt is an easy way of bringing my 
glider to England,’’ she continued. 

‘* This is the first time I have done such 
a flight, although, of course, I have been 
up in a glider before for short trips. 

“1 got my pilot’s certificate three years 
ago, but I learnt to fiv a glider in Ger- 
many, where my machine was specially 
built for me. -I have become a member of 
the Deutsches Luftfahrt Verband (German 
flying club).’’ 

The glider carries a swastika, the club’s 
badge, on its nose, besides the red, white 
and blue wings indicating her British 
nationality. On the tail of the machine 
is another swastika (Hitler pattern, as is 
compulsory in Germany). ;

the parish. 

The suspension of Herr Niemoller, who 
had headed the Church opposition to the 
Primate, had never been recognised by his 
conzregation, who accused the bishop of 
heresy and unconstitutional behaviour ; 
and they had exercised their right to refuse 
his request to deprive Niemoller of his 
church and parish house. 


LEGALITY QUESTIONED.

spector, having spent about two and a half 


hours in this highly qualified and long 


experienced ‘eacher’s school, presented 
him with a six months’ notice of a general 
inspection. Visualise the position! A 
teacher of thirty years’ service, who had 
in. the course of his professional career 
been examined by many inspectors and 
invariably been rated as highly efficient, 
being now visited by a young man, new 
to the work of inspecting schools, and by 
him presented with this wretched notice. 
Against this outrage not alone on educa- 
tional efficiency, but on common decency, 
there was no appeal. This young man’s 
writ ran, and this teacher, with his 
splendid record, had to undergo the 
humiliation of a special inspection as to 
his efficiency at the instigation of this 
young man in a hurry. 


A SUGGESTION, 


The svstem that legally allowed this 
stood self-condemned. He suggested that 
general inspections, as such, be dispensed 
with for a five-year period, except for 
award of diplomas or where a teacher or 
manager applied for an examination. 

Were this suggestion adopted, the work 
of the inspectors would consist largely in 
giving sustained practical help in weak 
schools, and help and advice in a}l] schools. 
Nowadays the time of the inspector was 
occupied with the writing of elaborate 
reports, the checking of school records, the 
conducting of various kinds of examina- 
tions—activities that did not properly 
belong to the sphere of education. 
He believed that the inspectors, who were, 
in the main, enthusiastic educationists, 


would welcome a change, and would delight 


in being given an opportunity to contribute 
something positive and practical to educa- 
tional effort rather than continue critics of 
the efforts of others in the same field. The 
nuthorities might be slow to engage on a 
larze scale on an experiment such as he 
had outlined. As a beginning the experi- 
ment might be confined to one divisional 
inspector’s area, or even to a single county. 

He admitted the possibility of a few 
individuals in the event of the examination 
spur being withdrawn falling by the way- 
side.

Having referred to the subject of un- 
employed teachers, he said this problem 
had arisen from the fact that the Free 
State did not limit the licences of their 
training colleges, with the result that 
there were young men who had spent six 
years preparing themselves for the pro- 
fession of teaching now working on relief 
grants. 


COUNCIL OF EDUCATION. 


For some years the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation has demanded the 
establishment of a Council of Education. 
Their happy experiences in organising the 
World Education Conference, in which 
persons associated with various branches 
of education took an active part, prompted 
the Executive to make a further effort to 
establish such a council or federation. 
Some preliminary work had been done, 
but as yet nothing tangible had. been 
accomplished. Neither the present Minister 
for Education nor his predecessor had 
shown any sympathy with the proposal. 
However, the organisations invited to co- 
operate had a more abiding interest in 
educational matters than any Government 
or Minister, and he felt sure they would 
bring the matter to a successful issue in 
the near future. 

A Federal Council, consisting of tech- 
nical, secondary and primary teachers, was 
in operation in Northern Ireland, and 
under its auspices and with the co-opera- 
tion of the Ministry of Education and the 
Association of Education Authorities, a 
very successful congress was held in Bel- 
fast in October last, at which the principal 
problem discussed was the important one 
of rural education. 

The place of the teacher of youth in the 
life of any community was of the highest 
importance, and it had often been said 
by leading men in this and other countries 
than an efficient, conscientious and con- 
tented teaching body is one of the greatest 
assets any nation could possess. 


NATIONAL GAMES. 


To-day they heard much of what were 
called youth movements in many countries, 
Usually it was an association with political 
policies and parties, but it was to the 
domain of education and not to that of 
polities that any movement for the better 
training of youth should properly belong. 

National teachers, as I have said, are 
fully alive to their responsibilities in the 
matter of the moral training of the 
children committed to their care.

MEN MARCH TO YARD TO

Six hundred men in the shipyard and 
engineering shops were restarted on the 
Cunarder No. 534 at Messrs. John Brown’s 
vard, Clydebank, yesterday. When work 
was stopped at the end of 1931 over 2,800 
men were thrown out.of employment, and 
it is expected that two months will elapse 
before all are re-engaged. ' 

The re-engaged men swung back to work 
piped by a band to the melody of ‘‘ The 
Campbells are coming.” 

Workmen, many of whom had been un- 
employed for over two years, marched to 
the hull of the Cunarder, which, bright in 
the morning sun, lay in the berth which 
has cradled many famous ships. 

A battery of cameras high up on points 
of vantage focussed on the happy workers. 
Movietone cameras whirred, and a photo- 
grapher’s injunction to the men to ‘ look 
happy” brought back an = answering 
chorus: ‘‘ We're happy enough now, Mac.’’ 
That response epitomises the spirit of 
Clydebank to-day. 

It is calculated in official quarters that 
on the Clydesdale alone upwards of 
6,000, including shipbuilders, engineers 
and sub-contractors,- will be employed 
eventually in connection with the ship. 
The wage bill for the Cunarder alone at

GERMAN DRIVE AGAINST 
TUBERCULOSIS.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

A determined effort to stamp out the 
menace of tuberculosis is indicated by a 
decree issued here to-day by General 
Goering, acting on behalf of the Chan- 
cellor. 

The revised law, which applies to the 
whole of Germany, increases existing 
restrictions, not only on those actually 
suffering from the disease, but also on 
suspects. 

The main provisions of the law are :— 
(1) All doctors must register changes of 
residence of al] those suffering from tuber- 
culosis ; (2) tuberculosis suspects must be 
registered and remain under obervation; 
(3) tuberculosis suspects may even be put 
into a sanatorium jf the authoritiss deem 
it necessary. 


> 


Mr. Morgenthau, discussing the Budget 
figures, said that he had been studying 
the liquor revenue, which was below the 
estimate, and the Treasury was seeking 
to determine whether a lower tariff might 
bring about an increa:e in this revenue, 
but no decision had yet been reached.

MOLESTATION OF

They were pursued by a fighting detach- 
ment of the Hitler Youth, overtaken, and 
brought back to Windischeschenhach. 
After the Hitler Youths had ‘“ confis- 
cated ' their green shirts and “ articles of 
equipment,’’ the police arrived and took 
the boys’ names and addresses. 

The incident is typical of the methods 
being employed to realise the objective 
officially proclaimed by Herr Baldur von 
Schirach, the Reich leader of the Hitler 
Youth—namely, the incorporation of the 
Catholic Youth in the Nazi organisation. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S 
UNEMPLOYED. 


LOWEST FIGURE SINCE 
OCTOBER, 1930. 


DECREASE of 116,352 in the number 
A of unemployed persons is shown in the 

monthly return of the British Ministry 
of Labour, which was issued last night. This 
follows a decrease of 71,159 in the previous 
month, and more than counterbalances the 
increase of 164,989 in January last. 

It is estimated that at March 19 last there 
were approximately 10,058,000 insured persons 
aged 16 to 64 in employment in Great Britain 
—117,000 more than the number a month 
ago, and 644,000 more than that shown a 
year ago. 

The improvement in employment extended 
to nearly all the principal industries. Those 
in which it was most marked included building 
and public works contracting, tailoring, iron 
and steel manufacture, engineering and iron- 
founding, shipbuilding and ship-repairing, 
metal goods manufacture, motor vehicle 
building, coal mining, printing and book- 
binding, the cotton industry, the distributive 
trades, and the shipping, dock and harbour 
and hotel and ha: aos. ime services, 

There was a slight decline in employment 
in the wool textile industry. 

At March 19 last the numbers of un- 
employed persons on the registers oí employ- 
ment exchanges in Great Britain totalled 
2,201 ,577. This was 116,352 less than the 
number on the registers at February 19, 1934, 
and 574,607 less than that a vear before. 

The total on Mareh.19, 1954, comprised 
1,808,290 men, 49,212 boys, [04,523 women, 
and 39,552 girls. 

The new level of unemployment—2.201 ,577— 
is the lowest recorded in Great Britain since 
October 20, 1930. 

Last December, after a long riod of 
successive decreases during 1953, the figures 
dropped to 2,224,079, but the first month of 
this year sent the total up again by 164,989. 
The past two months, however, have reduced 


unemployment by 187,491,

ESCAPE OF AUSTRIAN

TEACHERS.

DANGER WHICH MUST BE 
AVOIDED. 


Viscount Charlemont pointed out the danger 
against which teachers must guard in allowing 
their ideas to stagnate. He remarked that 
teachers received a very few years’ intensive 
| training at the outset of their careers from 
| people who might themselves have derived 
| their basic ideas from the teachings of a 
former generation, and they pursued their 
daily occupation in an atmosphere which did 
not, of itself, bring them in clese contact 
with world problems. If, therefore, they were 
to keep abreast of modern civilisation, which 
developed more swiftly from day to day, a 
really active effort was demanded.

A teacher could not be a 
member of a Regional Committee in Northern 
Ireland. The idea seemed to be that a person 
with any knowledge of education would be 
out of place on one of these committees. 
(Laughter.) Was this the first sign of the 
need for a new Columbcille to protest against 
the suppression of the modern equivalent of 
the bards ? 

Practically every boy and girl who intended 
to become a teacher had to pass through a 
secondary school. In the Free State they had 
to attend special preparatory colleges, He 
sco pe the Northern Ireland system—(pro- 
onged applause )—because in Northern Ireland 
the future teacher was trained, side by side, 
with the future members of the other profes- 
sions, and that influence must be all to the 
good. In the North, when their boys left the 
secondary schools, they had to go to England 
to be trained if they wished to become 
teachers. Was there any reason why Irish 
boys should havé to go to England to be 
trained to teach Irish students? (Applause. ) 
Apart from the different conditions that 
existed in England and in rural Ireland, there 
was the question of expense. Each boy who 
wished to be trained had to make three 
double journeys to London in a year, It 
might be that there were difticulties in the 
way of altering this system immediately, but 
until it was altered it was the duty of the 
Government to give ample recompense by 
way of travelling experses to those who had 
to go to London for their training period. 
Captain J. M. Wilton, Chairman of the 
Derry Education Committee, in welcoming 
the delegates, said that the Education Com- 
mittee had made representations regarding 
the overloading of programmes, and were 
hoping that some resulis would accrue. The 
vommittee had most friendly relations with 
the teachers. :

CONFERENCE.

ROME, Tuesday. 


HE Pax Romana Congress got down to 

1 ~ businese to-day with the first of its 

study days on University action, which 

was solemnly maugurated at the Pontifical 
Gregorian University at 10 a.m. : 

Nine hundred delegates from nineteen 
different countries sat round the central 
throne. in the big semi-circular hall of the 
University. The throne was occupied by 
Cardinal Bisleti, Prefect of the Congregation 
of Seminaries and Universities, who was 
wearing his Cardinal’s robe. Tne galleries 
above were crowded with friends, relatives 
and students of the ecclesiastical colleges and 
others. ' . ! 

After Cardinal Bisleti made an opening 
address in Latin, and then called upon the 
Presidents oí the other delegationa to come 
up in turn and speak from the throne, every 
President gave a message from his country. 


FATHER BURKE’S SPEECH. 


Father Burke was th only priest among 
the National Presidents, and was also the 
only one to address the meeting in Latin. 

‘Coming, as we do,” he said, “from an 
island which, while it never felt the onslaught 
af Cesar’s Rome, has ever been the recipient 
of the choicest gifts of the Rome of Peter, 
we most gladly salute the Federation of Pax 
Romana.”’ , 

There was no dearth of clever men to-day, 
he said, nor was there any dearth of problems 
unsolved, so that it might be said that 
miseries were multiplied in direct ratio to the 
number of the learned; and yet there was 
one society, the Church, which, being the 
guatdian of truth in-its totality, had the key 
to the most difficult problems. 

Community of effort was requisite if they 
were to harness the power whicli sprang from 
knowledge.

AN. EVIL? 


ULSTER 'FEACHERS' 
CONFERENCE.

Ts inspection system in public element- 


ary schools in Northern Ireland was 
criticised by Mr. R, McIlroy, B.A., 
President, at the fifteenth annual conference 
of the Ulster Teachers’ Union, which was 
opened in Portrush to-day 
Mr. Mcllroy described the method of in- 
spection as “a cankerworm. eating into the 
educational system.” We do not object to 
inspection and examination of the work done 
in the school, he said. That would be foolish. 
A good teacher does not mind very much if 
his work is inspected and, perhaps, criticised, 
if the criticism is helpful and constructive, 
but we hold that too much value is attached 
to this examination. It is based on the 
wrong principle, and it is for that reason, 
and that alone; that we object to it. It is 
considered as an infallible test of the efficiency 
of the teacher, and is made the main basis 
for rating his work. This system of in- 
spection ahd examination, on which de- 
pends the fate of the teacher, is bound to 
bring in its train evil results, and to react 
harmfully on the pupils. It kills initiative, 
and prevents the teacher from trying out 
new methods. We have several times asked 
the Ministry for a round-table conference, at 
which a system could be evolved which 
would be free from the evils of the present 
system, and we believe that if such were 
granted we could contribute something of a 
constructive nature. 

He urged the provision of more playing 
fields throughout Ulster, and said that the 
present curriculum in the schools was the 
sanest which had yet been drawn up. There 
was, in his opinion, an imsufficient number 
of scholarships in secondary schools for 
primary school pupils. With regard to the pro- 
posal to establish junior instruction centres 
for unemployed youths, he thought that a 
better solution would be the raising of the 
school age from 14 to 16, 


MR. ROBB AND THE REVISED 


PROGRAMME. 


Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P. (Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education) 
thanked the committee of the Union for ask- 
ing him once again to attend their annual 
conference, and expressed his hopes for a very 
successful meeting. He said that he would 
like to say a word or two on á topic of some 
interest to them in their work, and upon 
which, perhaps, the aim of the Ministry was 
not quite understood. They would, all of 
them, recollect that not long ago a revised 
programme for elementary schools had been 
issued. It was based on the report of a 
Departmental Committee, on which repre- 
seutatives of the teachers had given help and 
advice, for which the Ministry were grateful. 
In the introduction. to that, programme, there 
was printed an invitation to the principals of 
schools to suggest modifications es the general 
curriealum to meet the particalar circum- 
stances of their schools, where the circum- 
stances were peculiar. 

Of course, no one suggested that elementary 
education could be substantially different in 
town ard country. The main subjects of in 
struction must be the same everywhere. 
Reading, writing, and arithmetic must be the 
same, and must always be the basis, but 


situation. 

Proceeding, Mr. Robh denied that there was 
over-training of young teachers or that there 
was great unemployment among trained 
teachers. At the end of February only 38 of 
the teachers trained by the Ministry were 


idle, some because they would not take remote 
schools.

IREMARKABLE TIPPERARY 
DISCOVERY.

SEVENTEENTH CENTURY, 
MANUSCRIPT. 


An old; manuscript of very great 
literary and historical importance, consisting 
of some 400 pages and written on vellum, 
partly in Latin and partly in Irish, has 
been discovered near Silvermines, Tipperary, 

A short time ago it was rumoured in North 
Tipperary that Mr. James Stapleton, of 
Silvermines, had a very interesting old book 
dealing with county history. Little attention 
was given to the matter until Dr. Martin 
Callanan and the Rev. Dr. Devane, St. 
Patrick’s College, Thurles, heard of the 
matter and visited the house, where they, 
were shown the volume. ; 

The Stapleton family cannot, precisely say 
how it came into the family, but, the tradition 
is that it came down from father to son for 
some hundreds of years. There was a Dr. 
Stapleton Rector of Louvain University, and 
the family always associated the manuscript 
with him. It contains a pedigree of the 
Stapleton Clan, together with a wealth of 
detailed Irish history, seanacus, poems, etc. 
The manuscript, which is in two volumes, 
is in a good state of preservation. Volume I. 
begins with a Gaelic poem on Eoghan, son 
of Donal Maol Mac. Craith, who lived in 
1240. On Page 15 is a fine poem written by 
Seamus Gall Dubh (Gall Dubh is a term still 
applied to the Stapletons to indicate their 
Anglo-Norman origin). Page 18 is headed 
“ Koch O Dála,” and has a poem bearing on 
O Dala’s decision to become a friar. Four 
pages are devoted to an account of St. 
Catherine, and this is followed by a poem 
written by Donough Mor O Dála, who was 
abbot of Boyle, and died in 1244. A highly 
interesting table for the finding of ecclesias- 
tical festivals is also furnished. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of 
the manuscript is the section containing 
hitherto unpublished tales of the Fenian 
heroes and the Red Branch Knights, written 
in old Irish. 

The historical matter relative to the 
Stapleton Clan, their possessions, law suits 
in the ecclesiastical courts in which they 
were involved and a wealth of other Matter 
will throw light on the clan’s history and, 
indeed, on the history of a large part of the 
country. There is a highly interesting 
account of a legal action apparently brought 
by way of appeal by Pat Stapleton against his 
wife, Isabella Beckett, whom he had divorced, 
and William Carrigan, Commissionary- 
General for the Bishops of Cloyne and Cashel.

“NO RIGHT TO 
ANNUITIES.” 


CARLOW COUNTY 
COUNCIL RESOLUTION. 


From Our ConRREsPONDENT, 
CARLOW, Tuesday. 


_At a meeting of the Carlow County Coun- 

cil to-day the Secretary (Mr R. J. Keogh) 
read a letter from the Local Government 
Department stating that the amount. of the 
agricultural grant for the coming year was 
£2,050, and that a statement of the deduc- 
tions in respect of defaulting land annuitants 
would be forwarded later on. 

“On top of that,” added the Secretary, 
“I have to draw attention to the backward 
condition of the rate collection. There is 56 
1 cent, of the rates collected, and this time 
ast year the amount collected was 79} per 
cent. Only three collectors had closed up to 
September 30, and none of the collectors has 
closed up to March 31. i 

The Accountant (Mr. Doyle) said that 
their county had lost £12,229 on the agricul- 
tural grant in respect of annuity defaulters. 

Chairman (Mr. J. Kehoe —The whole 
thing is a loss of £12,000. I thought it was 
more than that. | 

Secretary—I thought you were going to 
express surprise. The Council often spends a 
lot of time discussing a rise of 4d. in the 
pound. 

Mr. Hughes—I don’t know why: we should 
blame the defaulters with the Government 
setting such an excellent example. The 
farmers are paying it on the treble, and they 
cannot cash their cattle at the present time. 

Chairman—I know rate collectors who 
closed punctually at the end of each half- 
year, and most of them have not closed for 
the half-year ending September 30. I calcu- 
late that the total loss to the Council is 
£19,000 under the heads of estate duty and 
the agricultural grant. 

Mr. Hughes—In the. past there was some 
reason for withholding the agricultural grant, 
because the money unpaid by the defaulting 
annuitants had to be paid, and if it was not 
there it had to be borrowed, but under the 
present policy there is no liability on the 
Government, as there 1s no loss incurred. 

Mr. MacGamhna—The Government is not 
going to hand it over to the British Govern- 
ment. Some of the defaulters could pay if 
they liked 

Mr. Nolan—Why should we be called on 
to pay for the defaulters if the money is 
not required? 

Mr. Hughes—There is no liability on the 
Government under the present policy to hand 
over the money to Britain. _ Why, then, 
should they mulect the ratepayers? It is a 
most iniquitous practice. 

Mr. MacGamhna—Lodk up the list of de- 
faulters ! 

Mr. Hughes~—Why should we? I hold the 
Government is not entitled to the annuities 
at all. I am at the present moment a de- 
faulter myself on principle. I think it is a 
disgrace to ask people to pay the annuities, 

Mr, MacGamhna—This is propaganda, 

A lengthy interchange between Mr. Hughes 
and Mr. MacGamhna took place on personal 
issues. Finally, Mr. Hughes proposed a 
resolution. “ protesting against the action of 
the Minister in holding any portion of the 
agricultural grant, having regard to the fact 
that the Government has in carrying out its 
economic propaganda refused to pay over the 
annuities to the British Government, and are 
not, therefore, entitled to collect same.’’ 

The Chairman seconded the proposition, 
which was carried, Messrs. MacGamhna and 
Hayden dissenting.

FEMALE SURPLUS 
DECLINING. 
FIGURES OF GERMANY’S 
RECENT CENSUS.

BERLIN, Tuesdays 


The result of the national census taken 
on ‘June 16th, 1933, gives the domiciled 
population of Germany, excluding the 
Saar territory, on that date as 65,188,626 
persons, against 62,410,619 at the last 
census in 1925. 

The increase is one of 2,778,007, or 4.5 
per cent. 

The male population, which has in- 
creased by 4.9 per cent., was 31,662,380, 
and the female population, which has in- 
creased by 4.1 per cent., was 35,526,246, 

The surplus of the female population is 
declining. In 1910 there were 1,029 
females to every 1,000 males. At the first 
post-war census in 1919 the proportion was 
1,101 to 1,000; in 1925 1,067 to 1,000, and 
in 1933 1,059 to 1,000.
